In exercise of the powers conferred by section 33 of the Nurses and 
Midwives Act, 1953, ( 10 of 1953) and in superses ion of the Nurses and 
Midwives Rules, 1958 , publ.shed under Notification No. HL. 9-175331 
51/DD dated the 20th August, 1958 in Part I of the Kerala Gazette No. 35 
dated the 9th September, 1958 , the Government of Kerala hecby make 
the following rules, the same having been previously published as required 
by sub -seclion ( ) of the said section , namely : 


RULES 
1. These rules may be called the Kerala Nurses and Midwives Rules, 
1972. 
2. In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires: 

(a) “ Act” means the Nurses a d Midwives Act, 1953 (10 of 1953); 

(b ) “ Appellate Authority means the Keralı Nurses and Midwives 
Council represented by its Staff Selection Board or the Government of 
Kerala as the case may be; 

(c) " Appendix” means an Appendix to these rules; 

(d ) " Employees" means the Officers and servants of the Courcil 
other than the Registrar; 

( e) " Form " means a form appended to these rules; 

(f) “ General Nursing" me ins the training in nursing diseases of 
men , w men and children for not less than three years or sich other period 
as may be approve t by the Council from time to time in institutions re 
cognised in that behalf under rule 83; 

(g ) “ Government” means the Government of Kerala; 

(h ). " Inspecting Authority " means the Registrar of the Counci , 
“ Registe od Practitioner" means a Medical Practitioner registered under 
Part A in Modern Medicine under the Travancore Cochin Medical Practi 
tioners Act, 1953, or such other relevant Act in force from time to time; 

(i) " Section " 

means section of the Act; 
(1), “ Staff Select on Board ” means the body which may be con 
stituted by the Government for the selection of staff to the Council s 
establishmen : s; 
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(k ) The words and expressions used in the Act and not defined ir 
these rules shall have the meanings assigned to them in the Act. 
Conduct of the Election ofMembers of the Council. 

3. The Registrar shall maintain a register of members of the Council 
in Form I in Appendix I. 

4. The President shall , notmore than 90 days before the expiration of 
the term ofoffice of a member of the Council and in the case of a vacancy 
o curring otherwise than by exp ry of the term of office of a member, afier 
the office has become vacant, take steps to have the vacancy filled up by . 
fresh nomination or election , as the cise may be. 

5 . On an election becoming recessary under clause (d ) or clause (c) 
or clause (1) ofsub section ( 2 ) of section 3 , the President or any person 
au :horised or depăted by him in that behalf shall function as the 
Returning Officer in respect of such election . 

Explanation :- Reference to the Returning Officer in these rules shall, 
unless a contrary intention appears, be deemed to include any person 
authorised or deputed by the Returning Officer to perform any duty or 
function in respect of an election . 

6. Not less than forty days before the date fixed for the holding of 
an election , the Returning Officer shall prepare and publish a notice in 
English and Malayalam in the Gazette and at the ofhce of the Council 
stating - 

(a ) the number of persons to be elected ; 

(b ) the date on which and the hours between which the nomi 
nation papers shallbe presented to him , an interval of at least seven days 
bens allowed between the date of publication of the notice and the date 
for presentation of nomination papers ; 

(c) the date for withdrawal of nominations; 

(d ) the date on which the nomination papers will be taken up 
for scrutiny ; 

(e ) the last day on which and the place where the voting paper 
will be received . an i terval of atleast 10 days being prov ded between 
the posting of the voting paper and the last date for receiving it; and 

(1) the day on which and the place and hour at which the 
Returning Officer will commence the c . unting of votes. 

7. (1 ) All nurses whose names hav . bien entered in Part A of the 
register of nurses in force for the time being shall be entitled to vote at 
the clection of m mers to the Council under clau e ( d ) of sub - section 
(2 ) of suction: 3 and the said register shall be deem d to be the electoral 
roll fr this purpose . 

( 2 ) All midives whose nam :s have been registered in Part A 
of the register of midwives in force for the time being shall be entitled 
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to votc at the election of members froin among registered midwives to the 
Co incil under clarise (c ) of sub -section (2 ) of section 3 aud ile suid 
ri gister shall be deemed to be the electoral roll for thi« purpose. 

( 3) Alauxiliary nurse-midwives whose names have been registe : cd 
in the register of auxiliary nuise-midw ves in force or the timebing sliall 
be entil d to vote at the election of members from among the reg stered 
auxiliary nurse- m dwives to the Council under clause (e) o sub.cci (2 ) 
o se tion 3 and the said rrgister shall be deemed to be the elcctual 10ll 
for this pu pose . 

(4 ) All healih visitors whose names have been registered in the 
regi ter of health visitors in force for the cime being shall be entiiled to vote 
at the election of a registered health visitor to the Council under clause 
(1) of sub -si ction (2 ) of section 3 and the said register shall be deemed to 
be the electoral roll for the purp se . 

(5) For purposes of sub-rules (1 ), (2), (3 ), and (4 ) the Registrar 
shall arrange for the printing and publ shing of the electoral rolls contain 
ing the nam :s of electors wh se names are entered in the respective registers 
on the date of notice under rule 6 . 

8. Any person whose name appears in the electoral roll may be numi 
nated as a candidate at the election . 

9. . The nomination of every candidate shall be made by means of a 
separate numination paper which shallbe in Form II in Apendi: I and 
shall be supplied f.ee of cost by che Returning O ... cer 10 any elector why 
applies for the sume. 

10. (1) (a ) Every nomination paper shall be subscribed by two electors 
as proposer and seconder . 

(b ) Every candidate shall make a declaration expressing h s 
willingness to stand for elect on . 

(c ) Every candidate shall furnish along wit his nomination 
paper a déposit of Rs. 50. The amountmay be remitted to the Registrar in 
cash and the receipt issued by him shall be furnished along with the noni: a 
tionpaper before the Returning Officer . 

(2 ) The same elector may subscribe as many nomination papers as 
there are vacancies to be filled but not more . E.ch candidate shall be 
nominated by a separate nomination paper. 

( 3) Whina rerson has subscribed wheh ras proposer or Seconder , 
to a large number of nomination papers than there are vacancies to be filed , 
those of the papers so subscribdihich have teen receive a up : o he number 
of vacancies to be filled sha l be deemed to be valid . 

(4 ) On receipt of a nomination paper, the Returning Officer shall 
forthwith endorse thereon t e dite and hour of such receipt. N mination 
papers which are not received before the date and time au pointe : in that 
behalf by the Returning Oificer shall be rejected . 


(5) The rejection of a nomination paper of any candidate on theground - 
of any irregularity in re peçt thereuf shall not affect the validity of the 
nominit on of the candidate if the candidate has been duly , nominated by 
means « f another nomination paper in respect of which no irregularity has 
been committed . 

11. On the date and at the time and place appointed by the Returning 
Offi er for the purpose , every proposer and t e seconder an i the candidates 
nominated may attend thescrutny of nomination på ers and the Returning 
Officer hill allow th m to examine the nomination papers of all candi 
dates wh ih have been received by bim as afor said . 

12. The Returning O Ficer shall examine the nomination papers and 
sla , either on hs own motion or on objection m de, deride all questions 
which may arise as to the validity of any nomination inc uding questions 
se , arding the eligibility of the candidates to stand for election and his 
d cision on all such questions shall , subject to the provisions of rule 29, be 
final. 

13. (1) Any duly nominated candidate may withdraw his candidature 
by send ng to the Returning Olli er a written and signed withdrawal notice 
within seven days from the date of his nomination . 

(2) If a can idate who hasmade the c eposit referred to in clause (c) 
of sub -rue (i) of Kule 10 witl.draws his candidature in themanner and within 
the time specified in sub -rule (1 ) or if the nomination of a y such candidate 
is rejected , the ep sit shall be returned to the person by n hom it was ma e 
and if any candidate dies b.fore the commenci mont of the counting of votes, 
the d -posit made by the candidate shall be returned to his legal 
represeutative. 

(3 ) If a candidate who has made the deposit referred to in clause (c . of 
sub.rule (i) of rule 10 is not elect d and the number of votes, polled in his 
favour do- s not exceed 25 parc nt of the total number of votes polied , his : 
deposit shall be forfeited to the Council. 

14. If the number ofduly nominated candidates standing for election does 
not exceed the number of memb :rs to be elected , the Returning Officer shall 
for th with declare such candidates to be elected . 

5. If the number of duly nominated candidates exceeds the number of 
members to be so elected , the Returning o.ficer shall cause the names and 
addr ssrs of the candidates to be entered in the voting paper in Form III, in 
Appendix I and shall pub.ish the said names and address in the Gazette. 

16. Not less than ten days before the last date appointed for voting, the 
Ret rning O :lcer shall sent to each el ctor one such voting paper dulý fil ed 
in together wit declaration paper in Form V , and a letter of intimation in 


or 


Form IV in Appendix I by ordinary post and cbtain a certificate of posting 
in token thereof: 

Provided that 

( a ) a i elector who has not received his voting an other connectcel 
papirs sent by post to him or whɔje piper ;hve been inadvertently spoilt 
in such ma iner that they cannot be convenient y u el, who 
has lost his papers may app y with a signed declaration to the 
effect for new papers in the place of those not received , spoilt or lost. If 
the pipers huve been spilt, they shall be returned to the Returning Oſicer 
who shall c ncel the sam : on rece pt. On receipt of the application the 
Retur..ing Oficer shall, if he is sat sfied that there is a case for ihe : upply of 
fresh papers, supply such pipers to the elector ; 

(b ) no election shill be invalidated by reason thit an electcr has not 
received his voting paper, il a voting paper has been issued to him in 
accordance with these Rules. 

17. Every elector desirous of recording his vote shall send his voting 
paper by registered post to the Returning Ollicer or cause it to be deposited 
in ihe ball it box provided for the purpose in the Office of the Council 
during othce hours, after recording his ote thereor , in the manier prescrib 
ed therein , voting p.pors whic ı are not received by the Returning Officer on 
or before the date and time appointed for the receipt of voting papers shall 
be rejected . 

18. On receipt of a voting paper, the Returning Officer shall endorse 
on the cover containing the voting paper received by him , the date and 
hour of its receipt. 
19 . 

After satisfying himself that the electorshave affixed their signature 
to the declaration paper, the Return ng Officer shall pli.ce them in safe 
custody pending disposal as mentioned in rule 27 . 

20. The Returning Officer shall cause the votes to be counted on such 
date and at such time and place asmy be appointed .; 

21. Every candid te may be present in pers n with a represent tive if 
heso desires or miy auth rise in writing notmore than two representatives 
to be present at the countin of votes 

.. 
22. The Returning Officer sh :1), at the time of scrutiny, reject a 
voting paper which does not comply with the instıuctions on the voting 
paper , endorsing the word " Rejected " thereon . 

23. The Returning Offcer shall, if requested to do so . show the voting 
papers which he rejects under "rule 22 as well as other voting papers to the 
ca didates or their representatives . 

24. If any objection is made to any voting happy with 1egard to its 
acceptance or rejection such objection shall be dec ded at cnce by the 
Returning Officer whose decision shall , sulject to the provis on (f nude 29, 
be final. 

25. When the counting of votes has been completed , the Returning 
Officer shall announce the results of election which sh.ll be provisional 
pending the publication of the results by the President in the Gazette .. 
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26. If there is an equality of votes between two or more candidates , 
the Returning Officer shall draw lots in the presence of the cardidates or 
th ir represenjativ s present during the counting and the candidate whose 
nim . is first diawn shall be declared elected . 

27. Upon the completion of the counting and after the result has been 
declared by him , the Returning Officer shall seal the voting papers and all 
other documents relat ng to the election and shall keep the same in safe 
cuis ody for a period of si months and thereafter cause them to be destroyed 
in the ab ince of any direction to the contrary from any competent 
au hority , 

28. ( 1) Where the President is rot the Returnirg Officer, the 
Return ng Officer shall ċmmunicate the result of the election to the 
President. 

(2) The President shall in all cases publish the name(s) of the elected 
candidate or candidaies in the Gazette . 

29. The Council may , of its own motion or on objection made in 
writin : by any elec or including a candidate , declare any le tion that has 
b en held to.be void on account of any sufhcient cause and may call on the 
Presid nt to take sters to hold a fre h election within a specitiid time and 
any decision of the Cuncil under th s rule: shall be final and shall not be 
liaule to b : questioned by any suit or other legal proceedings. 

30. The Vice -Pre ident of the Council shall be elected by secret ballot 
at the first meeting of the council. In the case of an quality of votes among 
tw , or more candidates the choice among such candidates shall be deteimin 
ed Ly lot. 

31. All petitions presented to the Council shall be considered by the 
Council . 

32. All petitions received immediately before a meeting of the Council 
shall be laid on the table. 

The Registrar 
33. The term of appointment of the Registrar shall be fixed by the 
Government in each case in con -ultation wi h the Council. 

34. Government may grant the Registrar all kinds of leave admissible 
under he Kerala Service Rules. 

35. Whenever the Council is of opinion that the Registrar has deli 
berate y la led to carry out the duties assigned to him by the Council or 
has acudit a w..y prejudicial to the interests of thr Council, the Council 
may ! y seso ution puissedy m j wity consis.ing of 2/3 of 1he totalmember 
ship of the Cuncil requiest the Government 10.jake such disciplinary action 
as the Government may deem fit stating specific charges thercol with 
cvidence, if any. 

36. The Registrar shall have power to punish ihe officers and servants 
employed under him as provided in these rules. 


37. The Registrar shall be present at every meeting of the Council. It 
shall be his duty to take minutes of proceedings at all meetings of the 
Council. 

38. The Registrar shall have the right to participate in the discussions 
of the Council but shall not function as a member of the Council whether 
by way of voting or moving any resolution . 


Punishment that may be imposed on the employees 
39. Suspension . -- (1) The Registrar may, at any time, place an 
employee under suspen - ion , where 

(a ) any disciplinary proceeding against him is contemplated or is 
pending, or 

(b ) a case against him in respect of any criminal offence is under 
investigation or trial, or 

(c ) finalorders are pending on the disciplinary proceedings , if the 
appoining authority considers that in the then prevailin ; circumstances it is 
necessary, that the employee should be suspended from service. 

(2 ) An employee who is detained in custody, whether on a criminal 
charge or otherw.s ., for a period exceeding forty -eight hours shall be deemed 
to have been suspend :d witn effect from the dat : of detention , by an order 
of the Registrar and shall remain under suspension unt.1 further orders. 

(3 ) Where a penalty of dismissal or removal from service impo ed upon 
an employce under su pension is set aside in appel or on review un e : these 
rules and the case is remitted for further enquiry or action or with any other 
directions, the order of h s suspension shall be d emed to have contined in 
force on and from the date of the original order of dismissal or removal and 
shall rema n in force untilfurther orders. 

(4) Where a penalty of dism ssal or removal from service imposed upon 
an employee is set aside or declared or rendered void in consequence of or 
by a decision of a court of law and the Regis raron a con ideration of the 
circumstances of the case decides o hold a fresh enquiry again -t him on the 
allegations on wlrich the penal y of dismissal or rem wal from service was 
originally imposed , the employee shall be deemed to have been placed 
under suspensi in by the Registrar fr m the date of the original rrder of 
d smissal or removal and shall continue to remain under suspension until 
further orders. 

(5 ) An order of suspension made or dearned to hive been made under 
this rule mzy, at any tim : b : revuked by the Regi trar. 

(6 ) Whenever an employee is placed under suspension he shall be paid . 
such subsistence and other ali..wances admissile under the rules for the time 
being in force regulating such maiters in the Kerala Service Rules. 
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40. The following penalties may , for good and sufficient reasons and 
as hereinafter provided , b : imposed on an employee, namely : 

(i) Censure ; 
(ii) Fine ; 
(iii ). With holding of incremºnts or promotion ; 

( iv ) Recovery from pay of th : whole or part of any pecuniary loss 
caused to the Council by negligence or breach oi orders ; 

(v) Reduction to a lower rank in the seniority list or to a lower 
grade or post or jm :-scale ; 

(vi) Dismissal from service. 
41. (1) The authority which may impose the penalties of 

(i) Censure, 
(ii) Fing, 
(iii) Withholding of increment, 
(iv ) Recovery from pay of the whole or part of any pecuniary loss 

caused to the Cjuncil by negligence or breach of orders shall 

be the Registrar. 
(2) The authority to impose the penalties of - 
(i) . Reduction to a lower rank in the seniority list or to a lower 

grade or post or time scale and 
(ii) Disn issal from service shall be the Staff Selection Board of the 

Council. 
42. (1) No order imposing any of the penalties specified in items (i) to 
( iv ) of Ju e 40 shll be passed exc pt after the employee is informed in 
w iting of the proposal to tak : action aginst him and of the allegation on 
which it is proposed to take action and also an opportunity is given to mike 
any rep.esentatidn , he may wish to make. 

(2) The record of proceedings in such cas s shall include. 
(i) a copy of the intimation to the employee of the proposal to 

take ac ion against him , 
(i ) a copy of the statement of allegations communicated to him , 
( ii) his representation , if any , 

(iv ) the orders of the case to ether with the reasons thereof. 
43. ( 1) No order imposing any of the penalties spec fied in items (v ) 
and (vi) of rule 10 shall be passed except after an enquiry is held , as far as may 
be, in the matter hereinafter provided 

(2 ) When a complaint is received by the Registrar or on considera 
tion of the report of an investigation , or for cther reasons, the Registrar is 
satisfied hat a formal e: quiry should be held into ihe conduct of the 
employee, an enquiry may be conducted Ly him with the approval of the 
Staff Sclection Board . 

(3) The Registrar conducting the enquiry sh.11 fram : definite 
charges on the basis of the allegations on which the enquiry is proposed to 
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be held . Such char ,es to ether with a s a cment of the allegations on which 
they are based shall be c mm nicated in writin to the cmo. yee and he 
shall be required to submit within su h tim : a miyle spe itied a wriven 
statement of his detence and also to st.te whether he disi.es to be head in 
person . 

( 1) The employee shall , for the purpose of preparing his defence, be 
perm tted to in pacta.d ako extrac s f um such oft il recd as he my 
spec ſy provided that -uch perinissio ı may, loc reasins o be recorded in 
writi g , b : refused if , in the cpi ion o the Registar such iecord , are not 
relevant for the pu pose or it is against the interest of the Cu cil to a low 
him acces thereto . 

( ) On receipt of the writen statementof d :fence or if no such 
statiment is received wi hin the time specificd he Rcgistrar may ei.quire 
into such of the cha ges as aren t admitted . 

(6 ) The Rrgistrar shals in the course of the cn uiry considers sich 
documen ary evid ne and take such o al evidine as my be reley..nt or 
material in re aid to hcharges. The employee hall be entiilcd 10 C105 
examine wit es es examined upport o thecharxes and ogiva evidence in 
person and to bave such witnesses, as may bu p.odiad, excm ncd in luis 
defence. 

(7) The emp oyee muy present to R gis rar a list of witnesses whom 
he desires to exam ne in his defence. The Registrar hal noimally rigurst 
sich witne ses to appear b fo.e hm o gile ey denc : and where the wiin ss 
to be exa nined is an employee, the Resistrar shall normal y ty to secure 
th : presence of ih : witnes, unless h- is of the view that the witness s ev dince 
i irrelevant or notmiterial to the ca e under en uiry. Where the witness 
proposed to be examined by the em l yee is a non -ofhcial, the Rg st. ar 
shall be under no ob ig 1 ion to s mm n and cx mine him uuluss the 
employee himself pr. duces him for eximination . 

(8) A th coclusion of the enſuiry, the Registrar shell p pare a 
report of the enquiry recording his findings on each of he chalogeiher 
with reasons therefor and submit it belore the Staff Selectio Bo.id. 

(9) The reco d of enq iry shall incl.de. 
(i) The chagsfam d against the employee and t..c statement of 

allegt ions furnished to h m ; 
(ii) his writte, state m - nt of delence ; if an 
( iii ) the o al cv d nce. taken in the ou se of enquiry; 
(iv ) the d cumentary evidere considered in the course of enquiry; 
V) Ord 1s, if any, made by the Registrar , and 
( i) a report sitting out the findings on cach charges and the 

reasons therelor. 
( 10) If ihe Staff Selection Board is of pinion that any of the penal 
ties specified in sth.rule (2) of rul: 41 shld be imo sed in the employec 
it hall di: ect the Registr ir to i te him a notice stating the penalty p.oposed 
to be imposed and calling upon him to submit w.thin a specibed time 
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which may not generally exceed one month , such representation as he may 
wish to mine against the proposed action . The empoyee shall al o bé 
di:ected to state whether he wants to be heard by the staff election Boa d . 

11 ) After the expi y of the period fixed for receipt of the represen 
tation under sub-rule (10 ) the Registr r shill prepare a report on the rep.e. 
sentut on , fany, received from the employee and place it before the St. ff 
Selection Bord . The employee shall also be directed to appear before the 
Staff Selection Board , if he desires so . 

( 12 ) The Staff Selection Board shall consider the representation 
recei ed , if any , from the employee and hear the employee, if he so desires 
and pass such orders as itmy deem ht. 

(13) 0 :ders passed by the Staff Selection Board shall be communi. 
cated to the employee by the Registrar. The orders shall include the 
report of enquiry and the statement of findings. 

44. There shall be no appeal again.t any order passed under the 
provisions or these rules.except as expressly provided in the- e rules. 

45. € ) An anpeal on the order of punishm « nt passed by the Regis 
trar s ull b : preferred before the Staff Selection Board . 

(2 ) An appeal against the order of the Staff Selection Board 
shall he preferred before the Government, wh se decisicn shall.etin l.. 

46. No appeal under these rules shall be entertained unless it is sub. 
mitted with n a period of sixty d.y, from the date on which the appellant 
recei es a copy of the order appealed aga nst : 

Provided that the appellate authority may at its discretion entertain on 
appeal after the expiry of thesid period, i it is satisfied that the appellant 
had suff.cient c use for not submitting the appt al in time. 

47. (1) Every person submitting an appeal shall do so separately 
and in his own name, 

....( ). The ai peal shall be add essed to the authority, to whom the 
appeal li- s. shall contain all material statements and arguments on whi h 
the appell nt relies, and shall not contain any disrespectful or imp.oper 
lang age and sh I be complete in itself.. 

48. Every appeal shall be submitted to the Registrar but a copy of 
the appeal may be submitted direct to the appellate authority. 
49. (1) The Registrar miy withhold th : appeal, of - 

(i) it is an appeal against an order from which no appeal 

les ; or 
(ii ) it does not comply with any of the provisions of rule 

47 or 48 
(iii ) it is not submitted within the period specified in rule 

46 and no cause is " hown for the d lay or ; 
( iv ) it is a repetition of an appeal already deicded and no 

new facts or circumstances are ad uced ; or 
v ) it is addressed to an authority to which no appeal lies 
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Provided that an appealwithheld on the only ground that it does no 
comply with the provisions of rul: 47 or 48 sh 1l be returned to the 
appellant and if re ubmitted within one month thereof after compliance 
with th : aid provisions sh Il nut be withh ld . 

( 2) Where an app alis withheld , the appellant shll be informed of 
the fact an 1 the rea ons there for and a copy of the communication shall be 
forwarded to the appellate authority : 

50. The appellate authority mw pass such orders as it may dem 
just and equitable after considering all the aspects of the case . 

51. The authority which made the order appealed against sha :l give 
effect to the order , passed by the appellate authority .

53.- (1) The register of nurses sha l be divided in to two parts , Part A 
and Part B. 

(2) Part A of the register shall Le div.ded into 6 sections (a ) to (1 ) 
as hereinafter i rov d d 

( a ) Section ( ) sh Il contain the names of nurses trained in insti 
tutions recognised and approved u der rule 83 in the Sate and out de the 
State or tr ined in approved fore gr ge eral training schools , the q ia ifica 
tion of which are recognised by the Indian Nursing Co ncl. : 

(b) Serti n li) shall cont. in the names of nurses who have inder 
gone general training in a la guage of the State or in En :Ish in approved 
ho p tal other than hospitals for Woman and Children in the State and a e 
recoz ised f r registration by the Indian Nursing Council. 

(c) , Section ( ) hall contain the nam s ofnurses who h.ve u dr 
gone training in appr ved hospitals for W. m n and Children in the n lish 
la guage and are recognised lor registration by the Indian Nuisig Counc l,

90. In cases of emergency the Registrar may incur expenditure in 
excess of the budgt sanctioned for any one head , If Savings to the extent of 
the ex ess expenditure incurred are avai able under other heads to balance 
the budget. The expenditure so incurred in excess of the dudget allotment 
shall be reported immediately to the Council for sanction and to the Govern 
ment, 

91. For all moneys received on behalf of the Counil receipts in Form I 
in Appendix III shall be given by the Registrar or by the person authorised 
by him in that behalf . 

92. All moneys received shall, as soon as received , be entered in a 
register of receipts maintained for the purpose in Form II in Appendix III . 
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The daily totals of the receipts shall be struck in the register of receipts and 
carried over to the appropriate columns in the ca.h book .

(6) Expenses on account of Inspection of teaching Institutions

(9) Any other item of expenditure which may be necessary to carry 

out the provisions of the Act. 
99. All payments out of the fund in respect of the bills presented to the 
Council shall be made only after the bills are passed by the Registrar. 

100. All payments to the members of the Council , examiners etc., and 
all paymente amounting the rupees fifteen and above shall be made only by 
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.cheques drawn on the bank in which the funds of the Council are lodged . 
Thch -ques shall be in favour of the person to whom the mon y is to be 
paid . But paym nt on account of pay an allowances to the Council s 
employees shall bemade by self cheques drawn by the Registrar, the amount 
as drawn being disbursed on ob aining acquittances. The pay and 
allowances of theRegistrar may be drawn by the Registrar by self cheques. 

01. Every payment made either in cash or by cheque . shall be 
supported by a voucher duly receipted , stamped if necessary and signed by 
the person to whom the money is due and to whom it has actually been 
paid . 

102. Every item of expediture shall be entered in a bill prescribed 
by the Government in the respective codes. 

103. All bills and vouchers that have bean paid shall be numbered 
consecutively for a month in the order of payment and shallbe stamped 
paid or Cancelled as the case may be and filled carefully for check and 
audit. 

101. Sub- vouchers for payments made out of the Office imprest shall 
be filed separately and shall be attached to the respective contingent bills 
drawn for recoupment of imprest. 

105. The payment as per each voucher shall be entered in the Register 
of payments in Form IV in Appendix III. 

106. The daily totals of the payments shall be struck in the Register 
of payments and carried over to the appropriate culumn in the cash book. 

107. The Councilmay authorise the Registrar to retain a sum of one 
hundred rupees as imprest to meet petty expenditure .

110. The Registrar shall prepare a statement showing the receipts 
and expenditure of the Council every month in Form VI in Appendix III 
and shall submit the same to the Council for their approval before the eod 
of the succeeding month.. 

111. A stock Register of all articles and properties of the council 
shall be maintained by the Registrar and shall be checked by the Registrar 
once in six months. 
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112. The accounts of receipts and expenditure of the Council shall be 
audited by the Examiner and the staff of the Local Fund Audit Department 
(hereinafter referred to as he auditors ). The Registrar shall sumit the 
accounts to the auditors when required by them . 

113. The auditors may 

(a ) by summons in writing require the production of any document, 
th- perusal or examination of which they believe to be necessary for the 
elucidation of accounts;

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title. - This Act may be called the Customs, Gold (Control) 
and Central Excises and Salt (Amendment) Act, 1973 . 

CHAPTER II 
AMENDMENTS TO THE CUSTOMS Act , 1962 
2 . Amendment of section 111. - In section 111 of the Customs Act, 
1962 (52 , of 1962) (hereafter in this Chapter referred to as the Customs 
Act), in clause ( ), for the words “ any dutiable or prohibited goods 
which do not correspond in any material particular" , the words " any goods 
which do not correspond in respect of value or in any other particular " 
shall be substituted .

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section ( 1) of 
section 55 of the sad Act the Government of Kerala , hereby supersede the 
said Kothamangalam Panchayat wi h effect from 9-1-1974 upto and inclu 
sive of 31-5-1974 till new Panchayats come into ex.stence after Panchayat 
Election . 

Under sub-section (4 ) of section 55 of the said Act, the Government 
of Kerala hereby appoint Shri K. M. Parameswaran , Senior Superintend 
ent of the Directorate of Panchayats as Special Officer to exercise and 
discharge all the functions, poners and duties of the said Panchayat and 
its President during the period of supersession .
